Housing 2.0 GPA Policy affects hundreds of students

Effective as of Fall 2017, the Residen¬ 
tial Life and Housing department made adjust¬ 
ments to the GPA policy for residents that five 
on campus. 

The policy now requires for students 
to acquire a 1.5 GPA by the end of their first 
semester and a cumulative 2.0 GPA by their 
second semester. 

After only one semester of these new 
policies, over 100 residents did not accomplish 
the required GPA. The majority of them were 
freshmen in their first semester of college. 
Director of Auxiliary Services/ Director of 
Residential life and Housing, Diana Karol, 


stated “The majority of them were freshman and 
they didn’t make the GPA. There was a handful, 
that were in their second semester living with 
us and they didn’t make a 2.0, so they also were 
removed.” 

Even though, this group of students 
were removed from On-Campus Housing, they 
may still enroll in courses for the upcoming 
semester, with the exception of the students on 
academic suspension. 

Making the required GPA is not far 
goals for students on academic probation. There 
are different academic resources provided by the 
school like tutoring, writing labs, or by simply 
seeking help from the quality staff on campus.

Brother 2 Brother, and its sister 
organization Sister 2 Sister, is an orga¬ 
nization on campus designed to provide 
mentors to college students. 

Marie Davis, advisor for the Brother 
2 Brother program, says these mentors 
help provide emotional and social sup¬ 
port for students. 

“We mentor them academically,” 
Davis said, “but we focus more on so¬ 
cially and developmentally as far as being 
a productive member of society. 

Davis emphasizes that this isn’t a 


tutoring service, but instead provides a 
friend you can talk to. 

“What we do is, were just that 
friend. Were that friend that you can 
vent to and ask for advice and just some¬ 
body that will stand there in the gap with 
you while you’re here,” said Davis. 

Either program is available to any¬ 
one currently attending TJC. 

“There’s no membership dues, we^ 
don’t have a GPA qualification, it’s open 
to any student, male or female because 
we have both organizations,” Davis said. 
“It’s open to apy ethnicity, race, socio¬ 
economic background, as long as you’re a 
student of TJC, you qualify. 

While any student may take the 
program, Brother 2 Brother is more dis¬ 


cerning with who can become a mentor. 

“To become a mentor, we take them 
through a training process, I screen them, 
they actually sign a contract with us that 
they’ll reach out to a student a certain 
number of times per year,” Davis said. 

“Mentors are often faculty, staff, or 
members of the Tyler community. Each 
mentor is given about 5-10 mentees and 
gives them office hours for when they can 
be contacted. 

The organization’s office can be 
found on the third floor of the Rogers 
Student Center, near the Trio and Hon¬ 
ors club headquarters. 

Davis’ office hours are 9 to 5 RM. 
Mondays through Fridays.

New tier system for student organizations

There is a new Tier System’ for categorizing TJC 
organizations. This system will affect the organizations 
funding as well organizing the campus groups. 

Lauren Tyler, Director of Student Life, elaborated on the 
topic of funding. “We modeled it after how it is currently 
funded, I think there will be very few that it will affect 
funding wise.” 

There are currently three categories in the Tier System. 
Each category has it’s own specific responsibilities and 
privileges. For example, to be recognized as Tier Two you 
need at least three to five years of experience. 

Some of the privileges are the right to register for a por¬ 
tal through OrgSync and a yearly funding request. The 
higher the tier, the more money you can request. A Tier 
Three organization can request anywhere up to $3o,ooo. 


“The Tier Three is held to the highest standard, where 
as Tier One organization you’re a newer organization..” 
Tyler said. “It doesn’t necessarily rank Tier Three as the 
best or Tier One as the least.” 

Organizations do not have to stay in their given Tier. 
They may appeal their category to the Student Senate 
Executive Board. If granted, their status will change the 
following semester. 

Tyler said the Apache Chiefs were a good example of an 
organization that appealed. Next semester they will be 
recognized as a Tier Three Organization. 

”We want to really get some buy in from out committees 
to make some positive changes on campus.” Tyler said 
when asked about Tier Three work. “We revived the 
committee system and its really taken off this year with 
our health and safety committee and our building com¬ 
mittee. We really want it to flourish.” 

Tier Three organizations are expected to do 3o hours of 


community service and io hours of committee. Tier One 
are only required to serve io and five hours.

En efecto desde el otono 2017, el departa- 
mento de Vida Residencial hizo ajustes a la 
norma de promedio de calificaciones para los 
residentes en el campus.
